Hongkong, of course, is a British colony, 
and Shangbsi, our other port of call fo Chios, is 
atreaty port. In Japaa we have Nagasaki ss 0 
coallag ‘atatlon, and Kobe and Yokobama, The 
latter, of course, {s part of Tokyo, the capital, 
and Iles about 18 miles from it. All depends on 
the drift of the trouble, and the queation whether 
other Interests may or may not be dragged fate 
it. As to Korea, should it become the theatre of 
the. war {t would affect us but little, as apart 
from a solitary misstonary now and again we 
have bot little business with that country. It 
may be folerrsting to know that in the event of 
Great Britaln becoming tavolved in the trouble it 
fs more ‘than probable that she would take over 
the Canadian Paclfic fleet of steamers, They 
are oll armed crulsers, and under the subsidy

Hls 
ugliness in the priestly art caught the eagle eye 
‘of the clerk of the China Merchants, who put a 
few gueations tohim in mandarin, which be was 
unable toanswer, Further observation revealed 
a palr of boots (leather) inside of the well-known 
cloth shoe, The confusion was apparent; the 
starch fell out of him, he was Jap pure and 
stmple The first thanght fs, he must be a crank, 
Being in the bands of the Chinese, and he having 
such an able representative as Mr. Fowler, U.S. 
Consul, to look after his interests, we shall soon 
know more about him, It Is difficult to belk ve

A RICRSHA DIFFICULTY, 
————— 

Yesterday afternoon almost all the ricksha 
coolles in town were knocked off work owing to 
a new rule being pot into force—that every 
“rlekky" must have the number of bis licence 
clearly marked on the back of his jacket. The 
objection to the enforcement of such arale is 
preposterous for it entalls no herdship or extra 
expense to the drawers of these useful vehicles 
and ft ls a distinct advantage to residents and 
others using rickshas, many of whom, in getting 
oot of a bired vehicle hurriedly, leave an um- 
brotla or valuable parcel behind them and not 
baying noticed the number of thelr rickehs ave 
only too often anable to recover thelr effects, even 
with the ald of the police, for there Is no clue to 
the thlef. With the cew rule in force vexatious 
losses of the kind Indicated will be avoided for 
the coolle's namber will be easily noticed and 
that will farnish a useful clue to the pollce in the 
matter of the recovery of missing articles or the 
prompt arrest of ricksha or chalr-coolles gallty of 
breachesof the law. Hitherto the licensing system. 
lo vogue bas been the reverse of setisfactory and 
the manifestly sensible new order of things, 
‘agalost which the coolles have been prompted 
by well-to-do sicksha-owners (o kick, ls, we 
belleve, due to the ingeunity of the Captain 
Superintendent of Police who, unlike most of bis 
official colleagues, takes an Sotelligent Interest 
in the dutles of his office. As was only to be 
expected ander the circumstances (the coolles 
belng forced to knock off work by “bullies” 
i by ricksbe-owner:), the so-called strike 
quickly collapsed and by noon to-day rickshas 
in all the main thoroughfares of the colony were 
as plentifel as apples in agtumn,

WRECK OF THE BARQUE 
“CALCUTTA” AT PORT 
ESSINGTON,

The wrerked ship wae the barqae Calcutta, 

honrd from Salgonto Noumea 
with a c-ropo of §60 tons of tite, The voyage 
had accunied longer than antlcipated and water 
was becoming scarce when the captaln drew in 
close to Melville Island on the north side aud 
sent some men ashore to lock for water. They 
aw trocis of natives and searched within » 
yeasonahle distance of the shore for what they 
wan'ed, but without success 5 and on thelr return 
tothe ship Captain Luczs decided to ran into 
Port KasIngton, In attempting to do s0 he had 
the misfortune to rin the barque on one of the 
numerous reels which infest that part of our 

‘coast, where she now remains, upright, bat an 
absolute wreck, the bottom belng pretty well out 
of her. 

The crew were never In much danger, and as 
soon 25 the hopelessness of the condition of the 
ship wns no longer in doubt they set to work 
with the boats to make thelr own position safe, 
Ample provistons and water were got ont to 
secure them from privations for many days, and 
after starding by ‘the ship for awhile and lghter- 
ing her of a portion of the cargo that was mont }- 
accessible, comprising a few piculs of rice, cane 
chalre, wine and spbits'In barrels, provisions, 

_&e,, they had made up thelr micds to leave the 
coast In, the ‘boats ; tut the fortuaate circum 
stance of the Darwin turning up obviated the

‘The barque ran on the reef on the roth 
August. ‘After she struck, the pumps were 
Immediately mansed and kept at Ui 12 o'clock 
that night, when they bad to be stopped. Next 
morning there were roft of water in her, and 
Captoin Lucas had no olber resource than to 
abandon her. A camp was then formed on the 
shore opposite the wreck, 

The cargo of rice is irretrievably lost, and the

THE NAVAL BATTLES FOR | 
SUPREMACF. 


ee 

The first naval battles for supremacy in the 
Northern Paclfic have already begun between 
the Chinese and Japanese. This conflict is of 
special interest to our own country, The result, 
whatever It may be, as to the two nation® Dow 
at war, will reach quite beyond those Powers. 
These naval battles are.betug fought with ships 
of modem constroction and with armaments 
that were not known twenty-five years ago. 

A few years ago neither China nor Japan 
figured ap naval powers. An American Com- 
modore sailed tbtuugh the internal waters of 
Japan, fising away at forts, but meeting with not 
aa{ngle shin that could cope with any one 6 
his wooden fleet, having ouly smooth-bore cannon 
and wholly unprotected hy armour, Now Japan 
bas a flcet of not less than thirty ships that rank 
amorg the best in modern navies, Chins bas 
nearly as many more, some of which have a bigh 
rallag. The most powerful ships {o both navies 
have heen built abroad, - They are to-day explolt- 
Ing the Northern Provfic. What the result will 
be no one can predict with any certainty, There 
may bea perles of naval battles that will not 
lesve elther nation in the same condition as it
